Value of Goods Lost Under Boy- 
cott Extreme Estimated 
at £250,000 


DUBLIN, April 7,—The worst 
attack yet made in pursuance of 
the boycott on Belfast goods took 
place at three o’clock this morn- 


ing when the bonded stores of the 
custom house were raided and 
large quantities of wine and whis- 
key, mostly from a Belfast distil- 
lery with which Sir James Craig, 
the Ulster premier, is connected, 
were destroyed. One hundred 
nen, armed with revolvers, sledge 
hammers and picks, broke their 
way into the premises, where they 
smashed casks of liquor, pouring 
it over the floor and into the city 
sewers, 

An official estimate of the dam- 
age has not yet been made, but 
the Dublin Evening Mail places 
the figure at hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds. Most of this, 
however, would be the duty, so 
the loser is the government au- 
thorities, in this case the provi- 


sional government. 

The boycott committee states that 
aix thousand casks were destroyed, or 
roughly hale a million gallons. It es- 
timates the value of the liquor, apart 
from the duty at £260,000

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He Over-States the Oase 


Mr. H. W. Wood has been tell- 
ing the Parliamentary committee 
on Agriculture some pretty 
gloomy things about conditions in 
the West. In substance he in- 
formed the committee that the 
Western farmers took off last 
years’ crop at @ loss and are bank- 
rupt in consequence. 

That view is a mixture of fact 
and error, and it is possible to do 
the country enormous damage by 
advertising it too much. That 
many farmers lost money on last 
year’s operations is true in West- 
ern Canada; and is slso in an 
equally general way in Eastern 
Canada and in the United States. 
It was the farmer’s bad year, 
there can be no doubt about that. 
He put in the crop at abnormal 
cost, and he took it off at prices 
which sometimes did not pay ex- 
penses and leave him the margin 
he needed to reward his effort, 
keep his family and pay interest 
on his investment. Whether he 
grew wheat in Western Canada or 
corn in the middle States, or 
mixed crops in the Eastern pro- 
vinces, the net result was similar 
in kind, though varying in degree. 
Whichever of these areas he 
farmed in, he wound up the year 
in a pretty large number of cases 
with less money or more debts 
than he started it with. 

But it does not exactly follow 
that the farming community is 
bankrupt, nor that any consider- 
able percentage of the farmers in 
Western Canada have come to 
that pass. “When a man goes 
bankrupt he is at the end of the 
rope. He is ‘‘through’’; his re- 
sources are gone; and he is on the 
street. No one is bankrupt until 
that happens, 

The farmers in Western Canada 
are not in that predicament, by a 
good way. They are still on their 
farms, and still own them. They 
still have stock and equipment. 
They have seed grain, or are get- 
ting it with the assistance of a 
loan of public credit. And they 
are not quitting, nor loafing on 
the job. They are putting in an- 
other crop. With all respect to 
the professional representatives 
of the farmers’ organizations, 
most of them are putting in all 
the crop they can. What is more, 
they are putting it in under more 
favoring conditions than they did 
a year ago. It is costing less to 
get the ground worked and seed- 
ed, It will cost less to take off 
the crop, and thresh it and haul it 
to market. Whereas last season 
the producing cost stuck at high 
levels while prices went down, 
this year prices show a tendency 
to stability, while producing costs 
are on the down grade. If prices 
do no more than stay where they 
are, the farmer has a chance to 
come out next fall on the right 
side. It amounts-to the same 
thing whether prices go up or 
producing costs go down. The 
one cannot happen in any general 
and permanent way, for the pro- 
duct prices are now about as good 
as before the war; but the other is 
bound to happen, cannot be kept 
from happening, and is actually 
happening now. 

arming has been going 
through the process of deflation 
which every kind of business en- 
terprise has to go through. | The 
process struck it where it first 
strikes every business—at the sell- 
ing end of the operations. De- 
flation is brought about by only 
one thing—people refuse to pay 
previous prices. The cost of boots 
would never go down—-and the 
Jyoot manufacturers be plunged 
ento the ‘blues’—if people did not 
refuse to pay what they had been 


paying. ‘That is precisely what! 


happened to Western wheat, and 
more or less‘to farm product pri- 
ces generally. The oversea buy- 
ers refused to continue to pay war 
prices for our wheat and other ex- 
portable. products. That meant 
small profits or even loss to the 
farmer who'had produced the 
wheat at unusually high cost. But 
deflation did not stop there. It is 
working back along the line, and 
will go.on working until the cost 
of farming is brought down into 
relation to the proceeds. 

From the farmer standpoint it 
is not really the prospect that 
looks bad, but the retrospect. It 
was last. year that deflation 
struck the selling price of his 


cost of producing a crop. The 


| trend ‘of things now is with the 


farmer, not against him.

A One Way Rule. 


The United Mine Workers of 
America made a good move when 
they asked for a conciliation 
board before putting their strike 
order into effect. They were con- 
forming to the law and were keep- 
ing in line with public opinion. By 
doing so they were creating the 
impression that they only wanted 
a square deel. Naturally they 
would get the benefit of this slant 
of public opinion in the negotia- 
tions of the conciliation board. 

Unfortunately, it appears that 
conciliation boards are only to be 
used when the organization thinks 
they can be used to its advantage. 
This is brought out very clearly 
by the action of the U.M.W.A. 
organizing force at the Brule 
mine. At the conclusion of the 
strike, of a year ago at the Brule 
a local union was formed and a 
seale ofwages agreed upon be- 
tween the operating company and 
the union. This scale was the 
same as that in force in the mines 
under U.M.W.A. control. It differ- 
ed from the U.M.W.A. agreement 
in this, that the U.M.W.A. agree- 
ment expired on April Ist, but the 
Brule agreement provided that 
the scale should remain in force 
until a new agreement had been 
reached between the operators’ as- 
sociation and the U.M.W.A. The 
operating company at the Brule 
mine is not a member of the oper- 
ators’ association, 

The operators’ association offer- 
ed a lower seale to the 
miners on April Ist. To this re- 
duced scale the U.M.W.A. took 
exception. The men went out and a 
conciliation board was demanded 
by them. But the Brule mine con- 
tinued to pay the former scak of 
wages in accordance with the 
terms of their agreement with the 
men. There was no cause for a 
strike or, for a conciliation board 
so far.as the Brule mine was con- 
cerned; therefore it might be pre- 
sumed that work would proceed 
as usual. Not 80, however. Offi- 
cials of the U.M.W.A. have been 
successful in. inducing a number 
of the Brule miners to quit work, 
and beyond question used every 
endeavor to close the mine down, 
in the face of the fact that the 
agreement made was being lived 
up to and without any question of 
a conciliation board. 

While the U.M.W.A, held it to 
be a grievance in the south that 
the operators. would not pay the 
old seale after the date of expira- 
tion of the agreement, pending 
the decision of the 
board, in the Brule case they en- 
deavored to close the mine «- 
though the old seale of wages was 
being paid, without regerd to 
whether there was a conciliation 
board or not. 


2,845 Fatal Accidents 
by Vehicles on Streets in 
United Kingdom in 1921 


LONDON, April 6 (Canadian Press 
Cable).—-Officia) figures just publish- 
ed show that there were 2,845 fatal 
street accidents caused by vehicles in 
the United Kingdom last year, just 
eight more than In 1920, The num- 
ber of accidents which did not prove 
fatal but resulted in personal injury, 


however, increased by over 6,000 to 
61,000. 
In London there were 671 fatal 


street accidents last year and 22,647 
that were not fatal,

THE O.P.R.'S YEAR.

The annual report of the Canad!fan 
Pacific Railway for the year ended 
December 31, 1921, shows this young 
Titan of the transportation world 
still on his feet and apparently not 
worrying much about hard times. On 
the whole the year under review was 
not a bad one for the company. It 
is true, gross earnings fell off $23,- 
619,494, as compared with 1920; but 
the company’s net earnings increased 
by $1,048,695. The decrease in gross 
earnings ig attributed by President 
Beatty to the géneral business de- 
pression that set in at the end of 1920 
and continued throughout 1921; to 
the decrease in passenger fares in 
January and July and in fretght rates 
in December; and to the partial crop, 
failure experienced by certain sete 
} tions of the territory served. by com- 
pany’s lines. The cutting down of 
expenses by an amount In excess of 
the decrease in gross r2venue Was ef- 
fected by the exercise of the strictust 
economy and the deferment of work 
that could be postponed, assisted by 
the reduction in wages that took 
place in Septemeber. As a result >f 
this economy and deferment of work, 
assisted by the September wage cut, 
the dgrectors were not only able to 
deelare stock dividends amounting to 
$29.227,276.84 out of the year's 
earnings but also to carry ea sur- 
plus of $755,391, which was $305,009 
more than the 1920 surplus and only 
pat 3 $100,000 less then the 1919 sur- 
plus,
